PREPARING HOLIDAY 
GIFTS 


It is never too early to begin mak- 
ing holiday gifts.

STORING PECANS 


Pecans, like most nuts, are rich in 
fat. Pecans contain over 70 percent 
fat. They are a good source of cal- 
cium, phosphorus, iron and vitamins 
A and B, Pecans also contain a small 
amount of carbohydrates, One cup of 
mincemeat contains about 740 calo- 
ries. 

Pecans can be stored for year 
round use, They will be good raw or 
toasted in desserts; salads, candies, 
and baked goods, To keep them at 
their best, protect pecans from air, 


moisture and high temperatures. Pe- 
cans can be stored unshelled in a 
cool place for about six months; 
shelled in the refrigerator for about 9 
months; or shelled in the freezer at 0 
degrees Fahrenheit for up to two 
years. 

I's important to remember to 
store pecans before they become ran- 
cid. Pecans become rancid after sev- 
eral months of storage unless they 
are properly frozen. Nuts in the shell 
keep their high quality longer than 
shelled nuts. Whole nuts become 
rancid less quickly than nuts in piec- 
es and unroasted nuts keep better 
than roasted ones. Store unshelled 
pecans in a cool place (32 degrees to 
38 degrees Fahrenheit), They will 
keep fresh for about six months. 

Containers that can be used to 
store pecan nutmeat are plastic:car- 
tons, reusable tin cans, glass freezer 
jars, and odorless, grease-proof, 
moisture vapor resistant plastic bags. 

For freezer storage, package the 
nuts in suitable containers, remove 
all air possible and close tightly, La- 
bel each package with the date and 
add whether they are unbroken 
halves or broken pieces, Store in the 
freezer at 0 degrees Fahrenheit. Use 


within 18 to 24 months. Allow nuts 
to thaw before use. 

For refrigerator storage, place in 
shelled pecans in suitable containers 
and store in the refrigerator not long- 
er than nine months.

Coffee County residents from the 
Whitewater Community voiced their 
opposition to the building of a re- 
gional landfill northeast of Elba on 
Alabama Highway 125, 

More than 20 residents appeared 
before the Coffee County Commis- 
sion’s hearing on the matter last 
Wednesday morning (Nov, 13) in 
the Enterprise Courthouse, 

Prior to opening the hearing, 
Commission Chairman Bill Eagerton 
said, “This is a public hearing to 
hear only comments concerning Cof- 
fee County extending its service area 
to include neighboring counties.”

“This is not a public hearing on 
the location of the new landfill or 
whether or not to have a new land- 
fill,” continued Eagerton. “There 
will be other public hearings to dis- 
cuss those matters.” 

The commission's plan is to make 
application to the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Environmental Management 
(ADEM) requesting that Coffee 
County be allowed to let nine addi- 
tional counties use the proposed new 
landfill to dispose of their solid 


waste. 

The nine counties are: Barbour, 
Butler, Covington, Crenshaw, Dale, 
Geneva, Henry, Houston and Pike. 

Eagerton said, “It is our intention, 
as a commission, to provide Coffee 
County with as many options as pos- 
sible for disposing of solid waste in 
a manner required by new federal 
regulations.” 

Continuing, he said, “The deci- 
sion to accept solid waste from any 
or all of those countics mentioned 
would be based on economic reasons 
and that decision will be made at a 
later dai.” 

Addressing the commission first 
was Annette W. Griswold. She stat- 
ed that those present at the hearing, 
as well as an additional S00 individ- 
uals who were unable to attend, but 
had signed a petition expressing 
their opposition, were much con- 
cerned about the effects such a land- 
fill (regional) would have on their 
county now and in years to come. 

Mrs. Griswold said, “We realize 
that you (the commissioners) are our 
elected officials and that you are 
here to handle the affairs of the 
county. We appreciate your efforts.” 

She continued, "Most likely, you 
are looking at this from an economic 
view point; However, there are some 
things which we feel would not 
Serve our best interests if a regional 
landfill is established in this area.” 

Griswold expressed —_ concern 
about the monitoring of the rubbish 
and garbage that will be deposited in 
the landfill, the possible damage to 
wildlife, livestock, vegetation and 
human life in the area. She also 
asked, “What will a landfill of this 


No water system for 
landfill area residents

The regular Coffee County Com- 
mission meeting convened later than 
planned on Wednesday (November 
13) morning due to a lengthy hearing 
on the proposed landfill. 

After hearing approximately two 
dozen residents express their objec- 
lions to allowing other counties to 
use the landfill, the commissioners 
met in the community room of the 
Farm Center to conduct the county's 
business, 

Commissioner Jim Dubose, in 
whose district the proposed landfill 
site is located, proposed to the com- 
inission the connecting of two rural 
water systems, New Hope's and Zion 
Chapel's, in order to provide water to 
residents living in the proposed land- 
fill area. : 

Several residents attending the 
landfill hearing held earlier had ex- 
pressed their concern as to the com- 
mission's ability to fund a new land- 
fill but not furnish rural water to 
county residents. 

Dubose said, “I feel like that is 
the least we can do. I see it as a way 
of alleviating some of the fears they 
have about where this landfill is lo- 
cated.” 

He suggested a portion of the 
money budgeted for the proposed 
landfill be used to fund the project. 

Dubose's motion on the matter 
died for the lack of a second. Several 
of the other commissioners ex- 
pressed concern that if they provided 
water to these residents, they would 
“open a can of worms” and they 
would have to provide water to ail

county residents. 

The commission's next order of 
business was on deciding where to 
hang a four part painting of both 
county courthouses, the Rawl's Hotel 
and the Enterprise Railroad Depot. 
The painting was purchased by Pro- 
bate Judge Marion Brunson at the 
last Piney Woods Art Festival. 

It was decided to hand the paint- 
ing in the new commission chambers 
located in the Farm Center. 

Other matters addressed by the 
commission were as follows: 
***Assistant County — Engineer 
Randy Tindell informed the commis- 
sion that $46,467.00 in federal aid 
funds had been received to fund a 
culvert bridge over Pages Creek on 
Co. Rd. 38. 

***Tindell stated that the contract to 
widen and resurface Co. Rd. 79 
should be let on Dec, 13. 
***Commissioners were informed 
work on Co. Rd. 42 (Packing House 
Road near Elba) was preceding on 
schedule, 

***Heard a request from Judge 
Brunson for additional vault space in 
the Elba Courthouse. 

***A motion by Commissioner Eu- 
gene Bradley to allow county em- 
Ployees to have the day after 
Thanksgiving as a holiday was ap- 
proved by the commission, 

***The county engineer's office was 
asked to study the possibility of the 
county excepting the "Hugo De- 
Vaughn Road" in the Shiloh Com- 
munity for maintenance, There seem 
to be some question as to whether or 
not the road was or had been main- 
tained by the county in the past. The 
road is approximately 300 yards 
long,

The last date to register a mobile home without pen- 
alty is NOV, 30, 1991. After that date a delinquent 
fee of $10 will be charged on each mobile home. 
There is also a citation fee of $15 and a $24 penalty 
on any citation unpaid after 15 days. These fees are

size do to property values in this 
area?” 

The ability of the safeguards such 
as liners, monitoring wells, and hold- 
ing ponds to prevent the contamina- 
tion of Whitewater Creek and Pea 
River was questioned by Mrs. Gris- 
wold and others present at the hear- 
ing. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Griswold 
said, “We do not oppose a local 
landfill for the local people, but we 
do oppose a regional landfill. Let 
every county and state take care of 
its own garbage.” 

She continued, “We strongly urge 
you (the commission) to reconsider 
and not make this a regional landfill. 
WE DO NOT NEED NOR DO WE 
WANT OUTSIDE GARBAGE!” 

Mrs. Griswold introduced Pamela 
O'Bryan who is a member of the In- 
ternational Affiliation of Reconcilia- 
tion. According to O'Bryan, the 
group is the world's oldest religious 
pacifist organization and was found- 
ed in Great Britain 75 years ago. 

O'Bryan's comments to the group 
and the commission dealt primarily 
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with the dumping, mostly illegal, of 
toxic and hazardous waste. 

Members of the commission stat- 
ed that the proposed landfill would 
not be permitted to receive this type 
waste, 

O'Bryan expressed concern that 
private landfill operators would gain 
control of the landfill in the future 
and the county would no longer be 
able to control what type of waste 
would be dumped at the site. 

A resident who live nearest the 
proposed landfill site, Dennis Smith, 
expressed his concern that during the 
rainy season, the water shed from 
the landfill would drain into White- 
water Creek and pollute the stream. 

Danny Maddox. pastor of White- 
water Baptist Church, reminded the 
commissioners of their responsibility 
to the people of Coffee County. 

“You do not represent ADEM or 
anybody else, you represent us,” said 
Maddox. “I want to encourage you 
(the commissioners), don't consider 
letting another county dump one 
ounce of garbage in our backyard in 
“Whitewater.”

Jimmy White quizzed the com- 
missioners on their ability to assure 
the citizens of Coffee County that 
other counties using the landfill 
would not dump chemical waste in 
the landfill along with their solid 
waste, 

Commissioner Jimmy Dubose at- 
tempted to explain to the group that 
the new proposed landfill would be 
much safer than the county's present 
dump site. Also, he said there are 
several illegal roadside dumps 
throughout the county now being 
used by the public and with a new 
landfill and mandatory garbage pick- 
up hopefully, this could be prevented 
in the future. 

He also stated that by the county 
having control over the landfill, it 
would give them the ability to more 
closely monitor what would be de- 
posited at the site. 

From an economical standpoint, 
Eagerton stated that according to re- 
ports, it takes approximately 160 
tons of garbage per day at $30 per 
ton to operate a landfill on a break 
even basis. “We don't have 160 tons 
a day in Coffee County, so we were 
trying,” said Eagerton, “to keep our 
costs where we could live with it.” 

Dean Smith pleaded with’ the 
commission not to make their deci- 
sion on having a regional landfill 
solely on the basis of economics. 

“We may have to pay more today 
more than we want to, but it may be 
the best decision we ever made 
twenty years from now for our kids.” 
Smith said. 

He continued, “I want you (the 
commission) to consider that instead 
of just the economics and how much 
it's going to cost Coffee County dur- 
ing your administration.” 

Harrict Foster, a grandmother 
from Donaldsonville, GA, told how 
her grandchild was suffering from 
birth defects supposedly as a results 
of her daughter bathing in contami- 
nated water. 

She said that she and her family 
had purchased what was thought to 
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voice opposition to regional landfill 


be farm land, but it turned out to be 
the site of a closed hazardous waste 
dump s#te, Foster claimed that she 
was uninformed by officials who 
were aware that the land was on a 
past landfill site, 

Ben McKee, pastor of New 
Brockton's First Methodist Church 
and a resident in the vicinity of the 
proposed landfill site, expressed his 
concern that the county could afford 
to buy 481 acres of land for a pro- 
posed landfill, but could not provide 
rural water to thirty-four families liv- 
ing in that area. 

He said. “I wish that our commis- 
sioners could do something construc- 
live - that is ta.get water to the peo- 
ple out there, rather than destructive

- that is piling garbage in our back 


door, That’s my retirement home - 
one mile away from where you are 
about to bring your garbage.” 

Dennis Smith asked that Commis- 
sion¢r Bill Faulk, who had spent 
many, many years with the Soil Con- 
servation Department, express his 
feclings on the proposed landfill site. 

Commissioner Faulk's response 
was that he was not an expert on 
landfills. 

The general consensus of the 
group was that they were against al- 
lowing other counties to dump gar- 
bage in a regional landfill located in 
Coffee County. 

The hearing was adjourned by the 
chairiaan and the decision as to 
whether or not to apply for a region- 
al landfill permit will be decided at a 
later commissioner meeting.

Concerned Citizens of Coffee County plan strategy

The Concerned Citizens of Cof- 
fee County opposing the building of 
a regional landfill in the county held 
a meeting Monday evening at 7 p.m. 

Meeting in the activities building 
at Wise's Mill Assembly of God 
Church, Annette Griswold, spokes- 
person for the group, told those 
present, 26 citizens, the purpose of 
the meeting was to inform them of 
the proposed regional landfill and 
the recent public hearing on the pro- 
posal. 

“We, as concerned citizens of 
Coffee County, want to avoid panic 
rather than create it,” Mrs. Griswold 
said. “This (meeting) is not to create 
any kind of panic.” 

She explained to the group the 
difference between a local landfill 
and a regional landfill stating that 
only people within the county would 
be able to dump household garbage 
in a local landfill. In a regional land- 
fill, other counties would be able ‘to 
bring their garbage to the dump site, 

Griswold informed the group that 
the county commission had pur- 
chased land belonging to the Ken- 
drick family for the purpose of con- 
structing a landfill, 

As reported in this newspaper, the 
commissioners voted to buy the land 
in the November 26, 1990 commis- 
sion meeting. The cost of the land 
was $151,905.00 and was financed 
by the Kendrick family over a five 
year period. The approximately 450 
acres is located on Alabama High- 
way 125 notheast of Elba between 
the Wise's Mill and Victoria Com- 
munities 

The group was informed that a 
hearing had been held on Wednes- 
day, November 13, to hear the pub- 
lic’s pros and cons on the obtaining 
of a permit to allow the construction 
of a regional landfill on the site. 

Several of those present stated 
that they were unaware of the pro- 
posed landfill until informed by 
neighbors of the recent hearings. 

Most of those present at this 
meeting expressed the same con- 
cers as those citizens attending the 
recent hearing. They are afraid of the 
contamination that may occur to the 
nearby Whitewater Creek and Pea 
River should the landfill be con- 
structed On the proposed site, Also, 
they don’t want other counties’ gar- 
bage dumped in Coffee County, 

The primary focus of the meeting 
was the discussion of ways and 
means by which this group could 
prevent the building of a regional 
landfill Several members expressed 
their Opposition to the construction 


of a landfill in their backyard - peri- 
od! 

One individual even stated there 
was believed to be burial sites locat- 
ed on the land in question. Possibly 
early settlers and/or Indians are bur- 
ied on the land. Griswold stated that 
if this is indeed fact, the government 
would not allow a landfill to be con- 
structed on the site. Several persons 
volunteered to attempt to verify 
whether or not the graveyards do in 
fact exist. 

It was suggested that the group 
invite the commissioners to join 
them in their efforts to finding a so- 
lution to this matter 

At present, members of the group 
expressed the feeling that they had 
been betrayed by the commissioners. 

All agreed that a line of commu- 


nication between themselves as con- 
cerned citizens and the commission- 
ers must be kept open. Nothing is 
accomplished through dissension. 

Those present were told and they 
understood that Coffee County 
would have to have a landfill - IT 18 
THE LAW - the Enironmental Po- 
tection Agency (EPA) requires it, 

The group agreed that the job is 
too big for seven men to handle 
alone. They voted to form a coalition 
and elected Mrs. Griswold as_ its 
chairperson. 

Before leaving, the group as- 
signed different individuals to obtain 
information pertaining to the land- 
fill. 

A copy of any and all applica- 
tions to the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management 


(ADEM) are to be obtained, acquire 
copies of engineering reports per- 
taining to all the proposed sites in 
the county, request minutes of all 
commissior meeting held within the 
past two years and to obtain any geo- 
logical surveys made of the area. 

The group as a whole was urged 
to obtain any information they could 
pertaining to landfills and recycling, 

Jimmy White volunteered to re- 
quest that a spokesperson for the 
group be place on the commission's 
agenda for the next meeting. The 
meeting will be at 9:00 a.m. on Mon- 
day, November 25, 1991, 

The group agreed to meet again 
on Friday evening, November 22, at 
7 p.m. The meeting is to be held in 
the activities building of Wise's Mill 
Assembly of God Church. "

Reeltown explodes early

The Brantley Bulldogs travelled 
to Reeltown Friday night in the 
opening round of the 2A state 
playoffs and found the undefeated 
Rebels simply too tough to handle as 
the Bulldogs suffered a 34-0 loss. 

Reeltown improved its record to 
11-0 and advanced to the second 
round of the playoffs with the win, 
while Brantley saw its slate fall to 4- 
6 for the season. 

Neither team could mount any of- 
fense on its initial possession of the 
game; however, the Rebels started 
their second series at the Brantley 
36-yardline following a pass inter- 
ception and this time needed 7 plays 
to get into the endzone. 

The scoring drive came entirely 
on the ground and was climaxed on 
fourth down and three, when quarter- 
back Cory O'Neal scampered in 
from 5 yards out. O'Neal added the 
extra-point and with 4:08 left in the 
opening stanza Reeltown was on top 

Reeltown began its next posses- 
sion at the Rebel 47-yardline and 
used a powerful running attack to 
march 53 yards in 9 plays to extend 
its lead to 13-0. 

Four Rebel backs took turns butt- 
ing heads with the Brantley defense, 
while it was Eric Shaw that got the 
score on a 2-yard plunge. The extra- 
point try failed and with 9:39 left in 
the second quarter the Rebels were 
ahead to stay with a 13-0 advantage. 

Brantley lost a fumble at its own 
16-yardline on the first play from 
scrimmage following the Rebel 
score and Reeltown took advantage 
of the turnover to add to its lead. 

Two Reeltown penalties backed 
the Rebels up to the 40-yardline; 
however, on a third down and 34 the 
Rebels came up with just the right 
play, as Cory O'Neal lofted a screen 
pass to Eric Shaw and Shaw raced 
untouched 40 yards for the touch- 
down. The extra-point try was 
blocked, but with 6:58 left in the half 
Reeltown's lead was up to 19-0, 

Brantley, which failed to make a 
first down in the first half, punted 
the ball back to the Rebels late in the 
half and this time Reeltown marched 
40 yards in 6 plays to up its lead to 
27-0. 

A clipping penalty against the 
Rebels slowed the scoring drive, but 
failed to stop Reeltown as the Rebels 


marched downfield and scored on a 
4-yard run by Cory O'Neal. O'Neal 
passed to Stacy Roberson for the 
two-point conversion, and when the 
half ended 2:20 later, Brantley found 
itself on the short end of a 27-0 
score. 

Reeltown received the second 
half kick and marched 74 yards in 12 
running plays to score the final 
points of the night. The Rebels con- 
verted on a fourth down and 1 at the 
Reeltown 47 early in the drive to 
keep it alive, while the score came 
on a 20 yard scamper by Elmer 
Gauntt. O'Neal again added the ex- 
tra-point and with 5:16 left in the 
ae quarter the Rebels were ahead 

Brantley was down, but not about 
to quit, and brought the Bulldog fans 
to their feet on the first play follow- 
ing the kickoff as quarterback Ash- 
ley Kilcrease lofted a perfect pass to 
Derek Caldwell that resulted in a big 
41-yard gain to the Reeltown 39- 
yardline. A pass interference penalty 
against Reeltown gave the Bulldogs 
a first down at the 24, but the drive 
ended two plays later when Kil- 
crease was hit while scrambling and 
fumbled back at the Reeltown 30.

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Elba's Coach Wood disappointed with Tigers' 5-5 record 


The Elba Tigers closed out the 
1991 season with a 5-5 record on 
Nov. 8 with a 21-17 loss to Slo- 
comb, and while the Tigers did post 
a 4-1 slate during the final half of the 
season, Coach Mack Wood stated 
the Tigers "started off slow and nev- 
er really got rolling." 

"We were down in numbers and 
experience this season," said Coach 
Wood, "but I still thought we'd do 
better than we did. We got off to a 
bad start against Daleville, but then 
lost Greg Thigpen and Gary Gilbert 
in the win over Louisville and that 
kind of set the tone for the next three 
losses, By the time we played Slo- 
comb the final game of the season 
we had lost six starters and it 
showed. I'm not taking anything 
away from the teams in Arca 2 that 
made it to state, but except for-a 
couple of calls and some key injuries 
we would have been in position to 
make it to the playoffs cither as the 
winner or runnerup in the area," 

"I'm not taking anything away 
from Luverne or Slocomb,” added 
Wood, "they both whipped us at 
home, deserve to be in the playoffs 
and should win some more games. I 
just believe that with any luck at all 
we'd have made the playoffs and 
would still have a shot at showing 
people what kind of team we really 
had," 

"The state playoffs have been 


* changed a number of times and | 
‘know that the system now used is a 


good one," said Wood, “but it seems 
like something could be done to 
break up some of the weak areas in 
the state, I guarantee you that any 
team in our area, including Louis- 
ville and Rehobeth, could whip four 
or five teams in the 3A playoffs, in- 
cluding one area champion. It’s a 
shame for some teams to make the 
playoffs and for the state to have 
weak areas like some that now exist.

"It scems that the overall interest 
and support in the football program 
was lacking this season," said Wood. 
"Priday night Slocomb reminded me 
of past Elba teams with the excite- 
ment among the players and the loud 
support and cheering in the stands. 
Maybe it was the result of the team's 
record, but something was missing 
this year from the start and we never 
found it.” 

"In spite of the low numbers and 
inexperience of the players, the folks

"It would have been easy 
to just show up and go through the 
motions when we were 1-4, but the 
players showed a lot of pride in their 
school, their team and themselves 
and came back in the second half of 
the year and won four games, includ- 
ing wins over 5A Andalusia and 5A 
Monroe County, both of which had 
more players and more talent than 
we did.

When asked about next year's 
schedule, Coach Wood stated "You 
get a lot more calls when you're 5-5 
than you do when you win the state 
championship!"

Monday evening the Elba City 
Council postponed any action on 
naming a street after the late Martin 
L. King. The decision was made af- 
ter a number of citizens objected to 
the proposal presented two wecks 
ago that 203 Bypass be renamed, 

Mayor Fred Moore told the coun- 
cil he had been in contact with state 
highway officials and the city has no 
authority to name state highways or 
any portion of them, 

Willie J. Flowers reported he had 
talked with State Representative Jim- 
my Holley and the legislature would 
be going in session in carly Febru- 
ary, but not before the January 21st 
birthday of Dr. King, Flowers had 
originally asked for a decision in 
lime to formally dedicate the road on 
King's January 21st birthday, 

Mrs. Doris Hamm told council 
members the street had always been 
known as Bypass Street and she 
would like for that name to remain, 

Bud Manring said he could under- 
stand why people would want to 
name something after Dr. King, but 
why not name things after someone 
in Elba who has done something for 
the local community. 

Douglas Gibbs voiced the opinion 
that cities shouldn't name a street af- 
ler any person - to many people, 
down through time have done good 
things for society. 

Flowers pointed out, “This is not 
a black thing. Martin Luther King 
did his thing for all people.” 

Council member Donald Lawford 
said, “I oppose naming any public 
facility after any individual. We 
don't have enough streets to honor 
everyone who has done something 


good,” 

Council member John W, Sharp- 
less said, “I agree with all sides, | 
have reservations about naming ahy- 
thing after people, We have three 
public buildings going up right now, 
A lot of people have done good 
things for Elba, especially since the 
flood. | wonder how can you do this 
without being unjust to some other 
deserving person”, 

Council member Bill Brunson 
Said he was opposed to naming any- 
thing after people, He Suggested the 
Matter be pursued further with a 
committee, 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton said, “Personally, I would like to 
See a street named. We don't have a 
major street coming in named after a 
black person. If is is going to cause 
problems, I hate that.” 

Yelverton suggested the council 
look at the situation and see if some 
location could be found — that 
wouldn't cause any citizen the incon- 
venicnce of having to make address 
changes, 

Hugh Martin said, “We don't 
mind what they name it, we live on 
Troy Highway. But before you 
change a name, do your homework, 
My mother called people who would 
be affected and not one was in favor 
of the change.” 

Mayor Fred Moore listened to the 
comments of visitors and council 
members and announced he would 
appoint a committee to work with 
Willie Flowers, who requested the 
change, city hall and other council 
members and report back to the 
council with a recommendation. 

Moore pointed out that under his 
present administration, King's birth- 
day had for the first time become an 
official city holiday and some people

considered this enough of an honor 
for any one individual, 

Jimmy White addressed the coun- 
cil as a member of the Concerned 
Citizens of Coffee County, He ad- 
dressed the council conceming the 
proposed landfill, to be located about 
six miles north of Elba on Highway 
125, 

White expressed concern that the 
dumping of garbage from the pro- 
posed nine county area would pol- 
lute Whitewater Creek and Pea Riv- 
er, as well as the family water wells. 

The council accepted a low bid of 
$47,350 from Wiregrass Construc- 
tion Co, to répave several street 
damaged during the flood of 1990, 

Moore told the council the firm 
was prepared to start within fifteen 
days and to complete the project in 
30 working days. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported the police department has re- 
sponded to 187 complaints during 
the past two weeks. This included 
six traffic accidents. During this pe- 
riod the department issued 21 traffic 
citations, including six for DUI, 
There were 21 criminal arrest. 

The Animal Control Officer im- 
pounded 11 dogs during this period.

Osburn's prelim hearing to continue

Chief Investigator for the 12th Ju- 
dicial Circuit District Attorney's Of- 
fice, Bruce Devane, testified in court 
Monday afternoon that Ms, Ann Os- 
burn, 44, of Elba, admitted to the 
charges of forgery and the illegal use 
of credit cards, 

Osburn, a former secretary for 
Circuit Judge Terry Butts, was ar- 
rested on September 9, 1991 and 
charged with 74 offenses of forgery, 
second degree and two offenses of 
unlawful use of a credit card, 

During a Monday afternoon pre- 
liminary hearing before District 


Judge Tom Head, Assistant District 
Attorney Al Smith. recommended 
that 8 of the forgery offenses be 
nolle prosequi (dropped). 

Devane testified he was contacted 


by Judge Butts’in reference to the in- 
cident and his initial investigation 
into the matter led to the interroga- 
tion of Ann Osburn. 

It was discovered that more than 
$34,000 was involved in the forgery 
scheme. ; 

According to Devane, he inter- 
viewed Osburn on the same day 
Judge Butts requested the DA's of- 
fice look into the matter, 

Ms. Osburn was interviewed by 
Devane and Tommy Merritt, an in- 
vestigator with the Alabama Bureau 
of Investigation, in the dinning room 
of Judge Butts’ home on September 
Butts, according to Devane, con- 
fronted Mrs. Osburn about the 
checks prior to his (Devane's) arrival 
and she admitted to the forgery, 

According to Devane, Osburn 
was "teary-eyed" when he asked her 
if she would be willing to talk with 
him concerning the checks. 

Devane testified that after being 
advised of her rights, she voluntarily 
told him she forged Judge Butts’ sig- 
nature on checks drawn on Judge 
and Mrs. Terry Butts’ personal 


checking account, on the judge's 
supplement checks from the Pike 
and Coffee County Commissions, 
and on state travel expense checks, 
During Devane's testimony, he 


~said, “Ms. -Osburn would imercept 
them (the checks) in the mail, take 
the checks, endorse them and cash 
them.” 

She also admitted, according to 
Devane's testimony, to using credit 
cards belong to Judge and Mrs. Butts 
to purchase personal items for her- 
self, 


Transcripts of both of Devane's 
interviews with Ms. Osburn were en- 
tered into evidence. 

After Devane's testimony, Ms, 
Osburn's court appointed attorneys, 
Warren Rowe and Steve Blair, re- 
quested a continuance until Judge 
and Mrs, Butts could be called to 
give testimony in the case. 

Judge Head advised both the 
State's attorney and the defense's at- 
tomeys he could not immediately set 
a date for the hearing to continue,

“We feel that we have been mis- 
led to believe this new proposed site 
was intended to serve only Coffee 
County,” Smith continued. 

Smith expressed his concern that 
the majority of county citizens are 
unaware of the commission's actions 
concerning a proposed regional land- 
fill. 

“We ask each of you (commis- 
sioners),” said Smith. “Do you hon- 
estly want to know what Coffee 
County citizens have to say about a 
regional dump in Coffee County or 
were your minds already made up 
when you requested a waiver of the 
solid waste moratorium Act number 
8924 from the State Board of Health 
in June of 1990?” 

Smith contends the commission 
never intended the approximately 
480 acres purchased on Alabama 
Highway 125, 8 miles north of Elba, 
to be a one county landfill. 

He also voiced his and the group's 
opinion that the majority of the 
county's citizens would not be in fa- 
vor of a nine county dump being lo- 
cated in Coffee County. 

In conclusion, Smith stated that 
Coffee County has an obligation to 
handle its own waste and the group 
is willing to work with the commis- 
sion in finding a solution, which ex- 
cludes waste from any — other 
countics, to handling Coffee 
County's waste, 

Smith recognized the need for ed- 
ucating the public on waste manage- 
ment and on the recycling of waste. 
He also stipulated that a proper 
means of funding the handling of the 


county's wasi¢ must be found. 

“We ask you, as public servants, 
to reject the proposal - or any other 
proposal - for a regional landfill in 
Coffee County,” said Smith, “and 
immediately seek an alternative to 
achieve the safe disposal of unusable 
waste. This will be the greatest gift 
each of you could ever make for the 
health, safety and quality of life en- 
joyed by this generation and genera- 
tion to come who will call Coffee 
‘County their home.” 

In response to Smith's statement, 
Commissioner Jim Dubose stated 
that it. was certainly not the intent of 
the commission to deceive anyone, 
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According to Dubose, the purpose 
of getting a permit for a regional 
landfill was to “keep our options 
open where no one could come in 
and dictate to us what we do and 
don't do,” 

He also contends that a regional 
landfill would be a plus in Coffee 
County's attracting new industries. 

Dubose said that at present, the 
county is charging $12.80 per ton to 
dump garbage in the landfill. This 
results in a $10 charge per month per 
household to the county's residents. 
It is estimated that these charges will 
increase sharply upon the opening of 
a new landfill which meets mandat- 
ed federal requirements. Sd 

In a new one-county landfill, the 
estimated charge per ton of garbage 
dumped will be $40 to $60 resulting 
in a $35 to $40 charge per month 
per household, 

The commission contends that a 
regional landfill which allows other 
counties to dump would lower these 
estimated costs considerably. 

Satellite discussion pertaining to 
the landfill erupted throughout the 
meeting room after the commission 
dismissed. Only time will tell if any 
progress was made on resolving the 
landfill issue.

Mrs. Bradd told officers she 
heard noises at the front of her home 
and opened the door to investigate. 
Farris reportedly pushed his way 
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past Bradd throwing her to the floor, 

John Clay Cuzio, age 34, Mrs 
Bradd's son, heard the scuffle, came 
to the edge of the stairs and reported- 
ly fired two shots at Farris who was 
struck in the stomach and foot 

When officers arrived on the 
scene, they found Farris in the front 
yard of the Bradd residence, Farris 
was taken to Humana Hospital in 
Enterprise and later wansferred to 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan. He is 
listed in stable condition but is still 
In intensive care at this time (Tues- 
(lay). 

Mrs, Bradd was taken to Humana 
Hospital for eatment and later re- 
leased. 

The incident is still under investi- 
gation by the Enterprise Police De- 
partment,
